‘We have published within tho last few 
days tho accounts of the Straits In- 
surance Company and the North-China 
Insurance Company to the 30th of Jane 
last, and they present in several im- 
portant points so great a contrast that 
wo think, it right to draw attention

to them. The two offices are the lead- 
ing insurance companies at their re- 
spective ports, and appear to be con- 
ducted upon very different systems. 
The Straits Insurance Company is so 
much younger than its China rival that 
we do not expect it to show so large 
a volume of business, but we may jastly 
expect it to be administered on equally 
sound principles; and the fact that it 
has a large number of shareholders 
in China, and has opened branches 
and agencies in the principal Chinese 
ports, justifies us in criticising closely 
the Balauco Sheet just submitted by 
the directors. Unless it should be dis- 
tinctly proved that the Company has 
been taking doubtful risks in order to 
show a large income, we do not dwell 
on the fact that the operations of the 
first six months of 1886 resulted in a 
considerable loss, for any office may 
have a bad half-year, and such a result 
need not at all imply mismanagement. 
The balance carried forward on work- 
ing account on 31st December last was 
$177,000, while the balance carried 
forward on 30th June, after paying 
$52,000 as bonus to contributors in 
1885, and adding $25,000 to the Re- 
serve Fund, is something under $76,000. 
If the accounts of this Company were 
made up in tho samo form as those of 
the North-China Insurance Company, 
each year or half-year being kept dis- 
tinct, the loss would have been more 
clearly shown, for it would then have 
been seen that while the net premia 
for the half-year amounted to $280,000, 
the losses and claims paid and ex- 
penses of management come to a total 
of $300,000. But it is against the 
first part of tie balance sheet that 
criticism will be chiefly directed; we 
find here that the total liabi 3 of the 
Company are stated at $925,000, of 
which nearly $580,000 is invested in 
mortgages on Real Property at Singa- 
pore. We do not doubt for a moment 
that great caution has been exercised 
in lending this money, and that there 
is a good margin on these loans, but 
only old-established companies with 
large reserves can afford to put their 
money in such inconvertible securities, 
and we have bad enough experience 
already that when a periodical panic 
comes, mortgages on real property in 











Eastern ports are not realisable on.any 
terms. Tt is a sinister sign already 
that the assets include nearly $16,000 
of uvpaid interest: and still niore 
remarkable that the directors think it 
safo to run a largo company like this 
with ouly $80,000 in hand in im- 
mediately available cash in Singapore 
and London. To fall back upon, they 
have $65,000 on fixed deposit with 
Singapore banks, and $35,000 lent to 
the Singapore Municipal Commissions, 
but whether this loan is on call or for 
a fixed term is not stated. Another 
serious point in tho balance-sheet is 
the statemont that the unpaid premia 
at Head Office and Agencies amount to 
nearly $140,000 or almost exactly half 
the total net premia, while the pro- 
portion of unpaid premia in the North- 
China for the same poriod is ouly 
about 12} per cent, We know vory 
well that to secure native business 
it is necessary to give credit, but 50 
per cont. is surely too much of a good 
thing. It will be noticed, by the by, 
that in mentioning tho net receipts, we 
took no account of the interest received 
for the half yenr, because that ($32,000) 
uearly-balances the interest on share- 
holders’ capital ($35,000.) It would 
appear from tho accounts asa whole that 
the object of the Directors has been to 
make the interest account as largo as 
possible, and they Lave thereforeinvested 
nearly the whole of the paid-up capital 
($600,000) in mortgages, which has left 
the company in the position of having 
barely enough cash in band to meet 
one or two large losses, if it takes, as 
we presume it does, lines of $60,000 on 
first-class steamers, It appears to us 
that if the company had put its reservo 
fand ($200,000) in such inconvertible 
securities, it would have gone to the 
limit of safety. But while saying this, 
we would also say that it is at the 
least extremely doubtful whether euch 
securities should be beld by Marine 
Iusurauce Offices atall. The temptation 
to take them is considerable, from the 
high rate of interest which they bear; 
but they are not suitable to Marine 
Offices, which are always subject to 
great disasters. The Marine Offices in 
the Straits and China should have their 
main resources in a form that would be 
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readily realisable in the small and 
restricted money markets out here, 
which aro all they could rely upon. 
The North-China Insurance Com- 
pany’s balance-sheet shows a different 
state of things. With net premia for 
the half-year of nearly Tis. 600,000, it 
has only Tis, 75,000 of premia outstand- 
ing, and its working expenses amount 
to less than 13 per cent. of these premia, 
against nearly 21 per cent. in the Straits 
Company. The losses and claims paid 
in the balf year are only a little over 
18 per cent. of the premia, against 
the Straits Co.’s 90 per cent., aud it 
agcordingly is ablo to carry forward a 
balance of over Ts. 400,000. But it is 
in the statement of assets and liabilities 
that the greatest difference is seen. 
Ont of a total of nearly Tis. 1,700,000 
of assets, only Tis. 50,000 is invested 
in veal property, represented. by the 
Company's land and premises in Shang- 
bai, a perfectly legitimate investment, 
the remainder of the assots being in 
cash on current and deposit accounts 
(Ts. 650,000) in Shanghai, and cash 
or immediately convertible securities 
in Shanghai, London and the branches ; 
the Hongkong branch alone holding a 
larger balance in cash than the Straits 
Company holds at its Head Office. 
There are no Sundry Creditors among 
the North-China’s liabilities to plaice 
against thatremarkable item, amounting 
to no Jess than $44,700, in the Straits 
Company's accounts, while the prospects 
for tho enrrent year are on the whole 
very favourable, the known losses to 
date being about Tis. 300,000 less than 
those recorded at the same time last 
year, We have not made this comparison 
with any intention of depreciating the 
Singapore Company. Its directors may 
point to the existence of its large un- 
called capital as sufficient security for 
its customers; but this is a rotten reed 
to lean upon if trouble should come. 
Or they may say that the assistance 





that they have been able to give to| 


land-owners in Singapore is a sufficient 
compensation for the risk they are ran- 
ning; but this is no answer to the 
policy-holders, and it is not usual to 
convert a marine insurance company 
into what is practically a land mortgage 
bank, There are certain principles on 
which companies as well as individuals 
must conduct their business, if they 
wish to conduct it successfully; and 
we do not think that the directors of 
the Straits Insurance Company bave 
kept these principles sufficiently in 
mind.

THE INTERNATIONAL TRADES’ UNION. 
Tae industrial battle which is going on 
all over the world is so keen that 
information of any kind which tells us 
how it is beiug fought is vot only 
interesting but valuable. We know 
eomething of the terms ou which capital 
fights against capital, but the most 
important foree in the straggle is the 
coat of wager. At the Trades Union 
Congress, which eat in Paris in August 
lat, @ great deal of valuable informa. 
tion was given as to the earnings of 
workmen on the Continent. Of course 
tho statements made at such a Congress 
are as a rule to be received with 
caution, because they presout the dark- 
est side of the workman's lot and of 
the denlings of the bated onpitalist with 
the horny handed sons of toil. Many 
of the apenkers, and a large part of 
the audience at this Congress were 
out and out Socialists of the most 
fiery description ; still, the statements 
about wages on tho Continent have 
the look of tratbfulness, and have 
been accepted without question by 
English newspapers, Probably there 
ie not more exaggeration about them 
thau there would be in a Lancashire or 
Yorkshire master’s statement of bis 
onse against his workmen, The Belgian 
workman occupies the worst position 
among them all; be was spoken of 
at the meeting as the Chinese of 
Europe, working for a mere pittance, 
The colliers there work for eighteen 
pouce a day, and cnses have been kuown 
in Belgiam whore men have worked 
500 yards below the surface for nine 
pence a day, At Charleroi women have 
been known to go into the pits at four 
o'olook in the morning, and remain 
there till eleven at night for 1s. 6d. 
In the quarries, in spite of the heavy 
oharacter of the work, 2s. a day is the 
ordiuary remuueration, Iu the weaving 
industries full-grown men gain 8s a 
week. Tho Ghent workpeople thi 
thomeelves lucky to linve succeeded, by 
organisation and strike 
to 189.aweek, To add to the disad 
tagos under which the workpeople live, 
the truck system fall swing. This 
is tho state of affairs which prevailed 
in England up to some forty yenrs ago, 
which was slowly ameliorated uutil 
pitmen and artizans obtained tbe high 
wages which were ourrent in the 
last period of undepressed business. 
Belgium is therefore now in the samo 
position as a producing country which 
England occupied when “ cotton lords” 
were making their fortunes, No 
wonder, therefore, that we hear so 
much of successful Belgian competi- 
tion, The German workmen are only 
8 little better off than the Belgian, 
but the depleting truck system does 
not prevail among them. At the 
Gobelin’s tapestry works near Paris it 
was found that apprentices capable of 
deing very good work were receiving 
only £12 a yoar, and the pay of the 
mon ravges from £24 to a rare maxi- 
































wom of £140 per annum, and this is 
for the finest work of its kind produced 
in the world, At Old Windsor the 
scale of wages is much higher, And 
while wages are low in Frauce the 
prices of commodities are much dearer 
than in England, 

The President of the Congress was 
a German, Herr Grimpe, who com- 
menced his address by congratulating 
is audience on his being the first of 
his nation who Lad addressed a French 
Congress since the war, He then 
made a violent attack on English 
workmen, and especially on Mr, Broad- 
hurst, M.P., for desertion of the cause 
of Inbour and accepting office 
a ministry of hated capitalists. Thie, 
while neceptable to sume continental 
delegates, was extromely irritating to 
the English, who on the following day 
made their reply on behalf of their 
national workmen and Mr, Broadharet. 
They seem to have had some success, 
bat this appears to have been partly 
due to Herr Grimpe being what Mr, 
Curlyle would have called a windbag, 
and por g the disputations German 
manner which the French term guerelles 
@Allemand. The Englishmen said that 
trades uvionism was better than socia- 
lism, and that seven pence half-penuy 
a day wages in Germany did not say 
much for the state of matters there. 
Moreover, false aud fierce statements 
against English unionists oame very 
inappropriately from the representatives 
of the nation which bad contributed 
most to reduce the rate of wages. 
English bakers and tailors could tell 
bow much they had suffered from 
the invasion of the cheap ‘Tenton, and 
Bat in reply, or rather iu 
it was stated that there 
were only 160,000 Gerwans in Loudon, 
but 40,000 of whom were workmen, 
and it was pointed out that iu many 
trades in Eugland the workmen were 
badly paid, “ Considering the different 
standard and the cost of living, the 
German workman, especially in the 
northern part of the Empire, was a 
well paid as the English workman, 
hose average wages did not exceed £1 
a week. ‘I'be hours of work form, next 
to the money value of wages, the most 
important part of the cost of production, 
Tfiese are much longer on the Con- 
tineut than they arein Evglaud, Pro- 
bably the instance of long time given iu 
the last Commercial Blue Book is an 
exceptional one, where it is stated that 
in cotton reeling works near Leghorn 
the machinery is ran for twenty-two 
hours a day, against nine in England, 
of course with two relays of workmen, 

The struggle within this Trades 
Tnion Congress was between Socialism 
aud Unionism, The English delegates 
admitted that Socialism had of Inte years 
made a great advauce in England, but 
were themselves conteut with their 
ization, which aimed at the 
m of all the frnits of labour.” 
Herr Grimpe scouted Unionism as 
totally inadequate ; out of 362 strikes 
358 had failed, be declared, amidst 


















































the protests of the Bril members, 
The English had been spoiled with too 
much liberty, German socialism since 
Lassals organized the workmen for 
the war against classes had urged that 
wealth is made only by labour, that only 
those who work shall receive, aud for 
this the workers must own the machi- 
nery—the meaus of production, In 
1877 these doctrines rallied 500,000 
voters to the polls, returned twelve 
members, aud possessed 42 newspapers, 
Bat the auti-socialist laws of 1878 
greatly diminished the power of social. 
ism, Priuce Bismarck being, we might 
say, of opinion that the Germaus like 
the English were rapidly being spoiled 
by too much: liberty. Sooialism seems 
to be spreading among the people of 
northern Europe, and chiefly through 
bad Government, In Deumark this is 
the oase, One Dane said: “The rural 
population is very advanced in politics, 
very discontented with the Govern. 
ment, and ill-affecled towards the 
Crown, They are not Socis 
are fast being foroed into 
The relations of the Court of Copen- 
lagen with the Court of St. Petorsburg 
are deeply to be regretted, because it 
made Russian methods of Government 
all the fashion in the King’s cirole.” 
An Australinn deputy argued strongly 
against working men emig 
Colonies, which he desoribed 
ing more deeply from depre 
the old countries of Europe, 
speech was but the expression of 
the wish of the colonial working 
men to keep the labour market high, 
Fivally, ton Resolutions were proposed 
to Uke meeting, to form tho basis of 
Inbour laws on the Continent, and resem. 
bling ours though in raising the age at 
which children might be sentto work and 
shortening the working hours of adulte 
the resolutions went beyond our le- 
gislation, Tho English Representa. 
tives Laving uo mandate to support 
these resolations, did not do so, and 
this excited the contempt of their 
Australian colleagues, bat this at the 
same time seems to have acted as a cold 
douche on the meetii It is evident,” 
as a Trades Unionist writer to the 
‘Times, ays “that mavy yeara must 
elapse before harmony oan prevail 
at such Counoils, and long and arda.

men before they can hope to enjoy 
the same privileges that have boon cone 
ceded to the people of England.”

MODERN NEWSPAPERS. 
Wear with the publication of such 
books as Mr. Yates’ Recollections, Mr, 
Escott’s Politics and Letters, aud iu. 
numerable magazine and newspaper 
artioles, there is now very little loft of 
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the anonymity of the English press. 
Probably there never was very much 
of it; but in former times some re- 
semblance to it was preserved at all 
event aa to the occasional coutribators, 
But, nowadays, partly because there is 
more openness in life, but chiey from 
the growing influence of the news. 
paper in political, social aud commeroial 
affuirs, much less secrecy is observed 
than was formerly the onse. Readers 
of “The Warden” will remember Low 
Tom Towers carefully guarded his 
connection with the Jupiter, but we 
doubt if there is any one vow on 
the staff of the Times who would be 
at the trouble to make a mystery of 
sucha matter, ‘Twenty years ago, Mr. 

ott tells us, people, even those cou 
neoted with journalism, know very little 
of who were the writers for the Times, 
though certain men, such as Mr. Leo- 
ard Courtney, Mr. G. O. Brodrick, 
now Warden of Merton, Oxford, Mr, 
Wace, who wrote the articles on 
Aurion during the Civil War, Mr, 
Jounings and others were all kuown in 
@ vngue way as connected with the 
paper, Iu like mauner it was ourrently 
bolieved in London some thirty years 
ago that the late Lord Clarendon re- 
gularly coutributed a leuder to Mon- 
day's ‘Limes, daring the sitting of par- 
liament, and it was known that Vis. 
count Sherbrooke was a frequent writer 
in the columus of the Thunderer, Bat 
some of these may linve beon mere 
surmises, without any foundation iu faot, 
for thore is ything more c 
tain than that when the public takes 
to guessing the author or authors of 
partionlar articles, the public guesses 
wrongly. Mr. Escott tells how, 1B 
coutribated two or three articles to the 
Saturday, he attended the annual dinner 
at the Ship Tavern, at Greeuwiob, aud 
found himself among more than a 
haudred gentlemen, collegedons, country 
parsons, barristers, soldiers and doctors.

A greater change 
has from the same cause tnkeu place in 
the Press of the grent cities and towns, 
which as almost superseded the Lon- 
dou papers as political guides, ‘This 
was perceived some years ago by 
Mr. Gladstoue, who believes that the 
provincial papers influence larger 
masses gf people than the metropo- 
litan papers do; and a writer in the 
last Nineteenth Ceutury agrees in this 
opinion, A first-class provincial paper 
addresses a large constituency, aud one 
which, tow great extent, only reads one 
newspaper, therefore its opinions are 
not shaken by articles in newepapers of 
different politics, The enterprise of the 
best provincial papers equals that of the 
London dailies, ‘They have, the writer 
estimates, to disburse £20,000 a year 
more than a London daily ueed spend, 
in order to place themselves ou au 
equality with tho metropolitan press as 
besides the cost of 
the ataff, local reporting and ordinary 
aud goes principally in tele- 
‘London reporting—of debates, 
public meetings, bauquets—with sport- 
ing evouts and mavy other ocourrences 
out of their own districts; th re 
more fally dealt with by some provincial 
papers than by the London penny news- 
papers. Two Scottish ponny newspapers 
are absolutely larger than the Standard 
and Telegraph, aud theae Scots papers, 
besides the enterprise which the writ 
in the Nineteenth Century ere 
with, each send morning special traius 
to carry their first editions, one from 
Edinburgh to Glasgow, and the other 
from Glasgow to Aberdeen. The Scots 
papers give fuller parliamentary reports 
than any of the London press except 
the Times, aud this is no doubt exacted 
from them by the polemical tastes 
of their readers; but the 
up iu their colamns by sporting iutelli- 
gence is curious, aud is explained by 
“football having taken the place in the 
Soottish mind formerly held by theolo- 
gical discussion.” 





















































AFFAIRS IN SOUTH EASTERN EUROPE. 
Waatzver may be the issue of tho 
events uow occurring in Bulgaria, they 
have already made it plain that Eng- 








land will not actively interfere should 
war break ont. This might have 
beeu deduced from the state of public 
opinion at home during the last war 
between Russia and Turkey, It was 
then shown that at least a powerful 
wiuority was opposed to any resort to 
arms in support of Turkey, Hnd 
land gone to war then, that minority 
would by a natural process, in w! 
religious, humanitarian, commercial aud 
other interests would all have played 
@ part, soon have been converted 
oa majority, A nation like what 
England is uowadays hates war from 
the bottom of its heart, thongh perfeotly 
determined tosupportitshonour,and still 
to some extent influenced by inherited 
fighting instincts, especially when ils 
blood is up. But as gvon as England 
becomes involved in war, that political 
purty which is opposed to it begins to 
grow in strength, and hence it is to be 
hoped that fature wars will be of short 
duration, As soon a& tho kidunpping 
of Prince Alexander was kuown in 
England, public ypinion, we believe 
uuauimously, pronounced against that 
outrage, Aud as unanimously it wae 

id, in public and in private, that 
England has nothing to do with what 
occurs in the Balkan proviuices, aud uo 
interests of hers are concerned with 
what goes on there, or with the Princes 
and politics of these little kingdoms 
and principalities, So far as we kuow, 
that is the view which has been 
taken by the English Cabinet, aud the 
policy impated to it of endenvouring 
to aunite Tarkey, Greece, Bulgaria and 
and Sorvia for mutual protection is 

ta departure therefrom, But nothing 
ore rewarkablo has occurred in Eng. 
lish polities than the complete change 
of mind on the Eastern question which 
lis taken place since the ‘Trealy of 
Berlin in 1878. The number of public 
men who would then have said that 
England had no interest to serve in 
keeping Russia out of Constantinople 
might almost have been counted on the 
fingers, while now the view that we are 
not much concerned with who may be 
the possessors of that city is oponly 
advanced in iufluential newspnpers, 
Probably those who advocate this policy 
may turn ont to be considerably in 
advance of the time, but it would not 
now be put forward uuless it rested ou 
solid basis of publio opinion, There 
appenrs renson to believe that this policy 
of indifference is now held by German 
stateemen, but this is still ouly an in. 
ference from the articles whiob have 
appeared in the iuspiced uowspapors 
onthe Continent,and it would seem not to 
be the view, or at all events the feeling, 
of large numbers of the German people. 
Bat on these pointe wo as yet kuow little 
that is trustworthy, In our issue of 
the 7th instant we reprinted from the 
Times @ communication to that journal 
from a Correspondent, whose uame is not 
ven, bat whose paper and the atten. 
tion which it has received point him 
out as one wilh a great knowledge of 
foreigu affaire, whatever bis opiuious 
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on them may be worth. That writer 
distiuotly said that German statesmen 
viewed with indifference the prospect 
of the Russians being in Constantinople, 
and that although Vienna statesmen 
might not now be educated up to the 
same point, the process was going on 
with them, It seemed toto him to be a 
mere question uf compensation, so far as 
Austria was concerned. The Ties, in 
a leader of the 2ud September, clearly 
poiute out that a very different policy on 
on the part of the statesmen of Vienun 
aud Borlin is necessary to prevent the 
npeedy “disruption of Austria and the 
suffucation of Germany.” 

In the seoond letter to the Times the 
eame Correspondent atates that what 
had occurred in the interim in Bulgaria 
had made uo change in the alliance 
between the three Emperors. ‘The ar- 
rangements of Franzonsbad lind taken 
the place of those of Gustein, and the 
time had not arrived for these to be 
modified by the public opiuion of Ger- 
many, Austria aud Russia, ‘ue re- 
sults of the two meotings are thus 
epitomized by the writer :— 

“The practical parport of the Gastein 
meeting was that Priuce Bismarck hnd 
prepared the way for the writing of 
another chapter of history by the 
advanoo of hia two neighbours towarde 
Constantinople aud the Adgean, The 
triumph of the Czar’s influence in Bul- 
garia, the Russiauizing of thut State, 
was to be accompanied by the advance 
of Austrin, with « semi-Buropenn man- 
date, to Prisrend and perbaps even to 
Salonicn, ‘The Russian triumph would 
have attracted the more attention, the 
Aastrian would have been the more 
solid. Itis by the light of that arrange- 
ment that the articles of the North 
German Gazelle on the present situa- 
tion should be read, Tho Franzensbad 
meeting gavo further force to this 
understanding. Prince Bismarck as- 
sured M, de Giors that Central Europe 
left Rossia a free band in Balgarin, 
and that even the return of Priuce 
Alexander amid the enthusiasm of the 
Balgariaus would not alter the situa- 
tion in this respect. Prince Bismarck 
even weut so fur to help his Russian 
ally as to cunse an intimation to be con- 
veyed to Prince Alexander that it 
would be wiser uot to return to Bul. 
garia.” 

Aud he indicates the German policy 
in the West of Europe in this way :— 

“Prince Bismarck’s policy iu the 
Balkau peninsula is based on the iden 
of a judicious divisionAustria to bo 
assured of what she wants, and Russia 
to be left free to get what sho desires 
if she can. Provided that Austria’s 
moves follow those of Russia, as they 
will, she has a clear course. She bas 
no nationalities to deal with until she 
altains Ler goal, If it strains Russia's 
resources to secure Ler share of the 
compact, perhaps the fondest hopes of 
the Chaneellor’s deep!y-laid plans will 
bo reulised. The very acme of his 
desires would be obtained. if England, 
which be has regarded as a quantité 











négligeable, could be drawn across 
Buseia’s path on the Balkans. I have 
written slightingly of the interesta of 
Germany in this direction. Prince 
Bismarck’s eyes nre elsewhere. His oue 
wish is to embroil the world over the 
remains of the Turkish Ewpire, while 
he is left undistarbed to obtain his 
prey elsewhere, His attention is on 
the West, while he is seeking to absorb 
that of bis neighbours in the East. He 
wants trade aud colonies, ships aud 
harbonre, to rival the commercial mag- 
nitude of this coantry. Conld he but 
succeed in compelling England to fight 
Europe’s battle with Russia he would 
have attained the ideal in bis favourite 
game of recasting the map of Europe, 
for his theories would have been re- 
sponded to by results,” 

In a subsequent number of the Times 
its Correspondent in Rome gave his 
opinions onthe Enstert Qaestion, aud his 
views on thofirst paper on German policy, 
‘The writer snya he has been mixed up 
in what we call the Kastern question 
for many years, and he says that the 
Correspondent who wrote ou the Gore 
man policy only took the corner of the 
whole difficulty which is now protrad- 
ing and shows no recognition of it as a 
whole, ‘The problem lies mach deeper; 
Russia aims at, and will nevor be con. 
tent without, the control of the South 
Slay states, and this means the final 
dissolution of Austria, With Russia 
in firm military possession of the 
sympathy of the Slavonic races of the 
Balkans, which she now, he asserte, 
has, there is nothing but a general 
combination and good luck which enn 
prevent her obtaining control of the 
entire peninsula, aud the downfall of 
the Austrian Empire is then a question 
of orders from St. Petersburg. He re- 
guards it as absolute nonsense to talk 
of compensations by moving Austria 
forward to the Ajgean, The Corres 
pondent is not prepared to say that 
Princo Bismarck is not really disposed 
to the partition a, but if he 
sots store by its presersalion, Germany 
caunot he indifferent to what is done 
in the Bulkaus, and be scouts the 
“curious contention that Russia would 
bo relutively wenker to Germany and 
Austria when she is at Constantinople.” 
After Russia possesses control of the 
Bosphorus and Soath-eastern Europe, 
will come the conflict between the 
German and Slav peoples, aud if 
Princo Bismarck underestimates that, 
“he does not agree with many of those 
about him.” ‘hese views aud forecasts, 
and the presumption that Germany 
means to compensate horself for what 
she allows Russia aud Austria to take in 
the Southeast by possessing herself 
of Denmark and Holland in the West 
of Europe, are speculations, and their 
proof belongs to time so distant that 
we need ouly mention them now. 
What we may couclude as to current 
events is that the three Emperors uv- 
derstand each other, and that if they 
remain on friendly terms, whatever 
policy in the East of Europe they may 
























have resolved upon they are quite 
able to carry out. We are done with 
fighting to keep the Turk in Earope, 
aud it would seem from the exodus 
which bas been going on from Europe 
to Asia that the Porte recognises that 
its Tarkish subjects must go, aud is 
preparing for their doing so. Bat if 
the possession of Constantinople by a 
Christian power is inevitable, it need not 
be Russia which isto step into the posi- 
tion, nor should it be the policy of any 
European Cabinet to hasten forward 
political changes of euch moment. Rus- 
sin wt Constautinople would compel 
England to keep Egypt, and if there 
be any trath in the persistent rumours 
current in Constantinople of united 
pressure ou the part of Russia and 
Frauce to make the Port demand 
the withdrawal of the English from 
thence, that is the very thing to convert 
even Englishmen who are averse to 
the permanent possession of that coun- 
try to the necessity of our keeping it, 
If Turkey is to be despoiled in Europe, 
and driven or forced to migrate thence 
within the next few years, how could 
we hope she would ever be stroug 
enough to defend Egypt agninst any of 
the Powers? Aud we have too great 
interests in Egypt to ran the risk of the 
couutry being again bled almost to death 
by unscrupulous adventurers, or falling 
into the Lands of another Power. If 
England is obliged to hold Egypt por= 
manuently, it will not be the first time 
that the acts of rival Powers have com- 
pelled her to effect annexations which 
otherwise she would have avoided. 











THE ADDRESS TO MR. ALABASTER. 
Tae maxim that directs us to speed 
the parting guest has been taken to 
heart by not ouly the Bri com. 
muuity in Shavghai, and put in fall 
uotion in the ceremony that took place 
on Monday at the Supreme Court, The 
presentation of addresses to departing 
officials is apt sometimes to become a 
iter of couree,and the oyuio may ocoa= 
sionally assert that such compliments 
ate renlly prompted more by satisface 
tion thau regret at the departure, Bat 
it is the merest trath to say that every 
word of the somewhat formal address 
which was presented to Mr, Alabaster 
ou Monday was the houest expression of 
the feelings of the subscribers ; in faot, 
that it did not got go far enough, inase 
mach as it contains so little mention of 
the regret that nearly the whole com- 
munity feols at Mr, Alabaster’s traus- 
fer from Shanghai to Canton. It is a 
commonly expressed belief—-a bolief 
first formulated by that moat able of 
newspaper correspondents aud martyr 
to his duty, Mr. Wingrove Cooke 
—that an official who bas been twenty 
years or more iu China and speaks tho 
language, becomes at the end of auch a 
period more Chinese thau the Chinese 
themselves, and that his first thought 
is, when @ dispute between the two 
natioualities comes before him, that the 
Chinese are probably in the right, and 




















the Euglishmeu ia the wrong, There ig 
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fartheran anexpressed belief that officials 
brought up under the too easy-going 
rule of Sir Rutherford Alcook and Sir 
Thomas Wade, aro likely to have been 
taught the laissez faire policy which 
those two Ministers were much too 
ready to adopt, and to be convinced 
that the best Consul is the man who 
gives the least trouble to his Minister 
and tho Foreign Office. Fortunately 
Mr. Alabaster is of too tough a fibre 
to have been enervated by a long re- 
sidence in China and study of the 
language, or by the deleterious example 
of the Ministers we have named. When 
once convinced of the justice of his 
couviotion, he has known how to adhere 
to it against opposition, aud be bas by 
this very firmness earned tho respect 
of the Chinese officials themselves, as 
woll as the gratitude of bis nationals, 
It would be well if all Consuls would 
take to heart, as Mr, Alabaster does, 
the fact that mental finbbiness and 
indecision are as much despised in 
a Consul by his opponents as they 
are injurious to tho interests he 
is appointed to protect. ‘There are 
two points in the address—which 
would have been still moro generally 
signed if more time had been given to 
ils preparatiou—which are the key- 
notes of the departing Consuls char- 
acter, and should be studied and imi- 
tated by his colleagues; uo labour or 
trouble bas deterred him from support. 
g the interests of the whole foreign 
community, and, withal, ho has dealt 
sucvessfally with the Chineso autho- 
rilies. We heartily wish him god- 
speed, and hope, with all his friends, 
that we may ere very long have tho 
plensuro of welcoming him back, 











TRADE AT HOME. 
Tue Returns of the Board of Trade 
for August indionte that the long lane 
of depression seems to be coming to an 
end. The improvement in tho aggre- 
gato of the values of trade was not 
very great, but it was in the right 
direction, aud mainly in manufactured 
goods. Tho re-exports of foreign aud 
colonial produce were also unusually 
large, being valued at £4,640,000, or 
close on £1,300,000 over those of 
August 1885, This will be some re- 
lief to all the prodace markets in the 
United Kingdom, and coming as it 
did from a reviving Contineutal de- 
mand which had for a long time 
been all but absent, with the worst 
effect on the import trade, bas led to the 
hopethat bottom hasat lastbeentouched, 
There was however nearly £500,000 
decline on the value of re-exporis over 
the whole eight mouths. ‘I'he increases 
in the value of this branch of trade 
during August were £740,000 on wool ; 
£12,000, or 16,400 owt., in cotton; 
£102,000, on ovffee ; £67,000 on raw 
hides ; £25,000 on raw silk; £30,000 
on raw sugar and the balance, some 
£300,000 on unenumerated articles. 
Tu the exports, yarns and manufactured 
metals show au increase of £1,670,000, 
but there is a general falling off in all 











other articles, aud this leaves a total 
increase of 1} per cont. on the whole 

iness of this description. This ie 
small enough, bat as a London cou- 
temporary, says “the country bas been 
so long a stranger to anything bat cone 
tracted trade that it is very weloome 
and inspiciting.”

August were $17,984,688, agniust 
$15,557,000 in the same month in 
1885, aud $16,062,909 in August, 
1884, Aud in tho eight months, from 
Tnnuary to August, inclusive, the earn 
ings of the same railways were 
$122,035,529, against $116,577,216 in 
1885 and $120,049,578 iu 1884, In 
other words, our New York oontempo- 
rary says, the increase in the earnings of 
the current year, up to let September, 
over the same period iu the last two is 
two aud a half times that of the in- 
crease over the corresponding period 
of 1884. At the same time it is 
to bo noted that there was uo great 
inorease in exporls from England to 
the United States in August, although 
the demand for various descriptions of 
iron and steel goods continued.

enormous excess of supply over demand, 
and until a better adjustment is brought 
about, matters will not mend. We are 
aware that in many industries eudea- 
yours are being mnde to conclude 
price conventions. “hese endeavours 
would be sensible evough if only 
they were accompanied by auxiliary 
efforts in the way of decreasing pro- 
duction, But while manufacturers 
refuse to reduce the supply of goods 
sent to the market it is impossible to 
expect that any advantage will accruo 
from ounventious for regulating prices, 
A temporary effect may bo exerted, 
but it cannot Inst long, for prices are 
esseutially dependent upon the rela- 
tionship “of supply to demand, aud 
nothing can overtarn this principle. 
Though these returns are uot all 
respeots satisfactory they are very in- 
leresting in many ways. We seo from 
them, for instance, the grent efforts 
which are being made to exteud the 
foreign markets of (his country. Es- 
pecinily is this tho cage with respect to 
the iron and steel industry, which 
counts Japan, China, Australin, British 
America, the Enst Iudies, &v,, nuong 
its customers, ‘The exports thither 
ace not large in amount, but email 
begiunings should never be despised. 
‘The returns establish beyond possibility 
of doubt the prediction wo ventured tu 
make at the close of last year, viz, 
that the worst of the long trade depree» 
siou from which we have been suffer~ 
ing had been passed, and that 1886 
would prove to be a far more prosperoue 
year than 188:
